Food tor Farm Stork. 
The farm er must always bear in mind 
that the kind of food, as well as its con­ 
dition when fed out, exorcist** a won­ 
derful influence upon the berith amj 
general welfare of farm stock. 
The 
season in which to give this m atter 
ipeeial attention is during the summer, 
while the various plants cultivated for 
the food of animals are grow ing or be­ 
ing gathered for future u*e. 
The most 
nutritious f<hhI is not alway** the bes* 
under all circum stances and conditions, 
but the fanner should aim to produce a 
variety, so that his animals may have a 
change occasionally and at all seasons 
of the y ear, as this is usually conducive 
to good health. 
Food in Its green state 
is certainly* more natural than when 
dried, as in hay*, grain, and straw; but 
in cold clim ates we arc compelled to 
preserve food plants in what may bo 
term ed an unnatural condition, and bv 
artificial means, for tho use of stock 
during the winter, when they are una­ 
ble to procure it for themselves. 
The 
farm er should, therefore, endeavor to 
secure the food for his stock in as good 
condition as possible ami in such va­ 
riety* that a change from sum m er to 
w inter shall not prove deleterious to 
the 
health and comfort of his ani­ 
mals. 
To take stock from the pasture where 
they* have been feeding for m ouths up 
on green, succulent herbage and then 
coniine them iii the stable or yard and 
give them nothing batter than dry hay, 
cornstalks, or straw, is loo great a 
change ami it should lie lessened or 
m oderated by* feeding some kind of soft 
food for a few weeks along with the 
dry*, in order that the digestive organs 
may* not be im paired by* the change. 
If the farm er cannot supply hi* stock 
witli roots for green feed he eau at 
least give 
them 
the 
softest 
and 
best 
hay*, 
or even steam or moisten 
it 
before 
feeding. 
But 
if 
lie 
thinks of it in tim e, lie eau have, if he 
will take the trouble ti) raise them, a 
quantity of turnips, beets, carrots, or 
similar roots really* for use at the proper 
time, and, iii fact, lie should have these 
roots oil baud all w inter aud give his 
stock an occasional feed of them, if only 
as a medicine or health preservative. 
If those who keep stock would think as 
much of the health aud comfort of their 
animals as tin y do »of their own health 
and comfort, we should not hear so 
much of diseases amu mg aminate, espec­ 
ially' during the w inter and early* spring 
months. 
A ntliate that are well fed with nutri­ 
tious ami easily digested food and then 
sheltered from cold storms ar** gener­ 
ally in comfit ion to resist diseases, and 
it niav be safely* assorted that seventy- 
live per cent, of all losses of farm stock 
is the direct result of neglect or starva­ 
tion. 
It is very* ditlhailt to make a 
farm er believe that his animals are suf­ 
fering for food while In* is giving them 
an abundance of what he thinks is good 
enough; still, if the food is not adapted 
to their needs they may not only sutler 
inconvenience, but in sonic instances 
actually starve when surrounded by a 
plentiful supply o ff taxi such as it is. 
Then, again, an animal may thrive 
ii lion a kind of food while young and 
his digestive organs are healthy and iin- 
iiniiaired.and yet starve upon th** sam** 
when old or in ill health. 
We have fre­ 
quently heard farm ers rem ark that tin* 
old horse or cow “ did not do as well 
as they used to, although tln*\ were get-

enough and an intelligent invalid may 
be coaxial into eating, but to bully 
about food is a m istake and often re­ 
sults most unfortunately- 
If- with » 
languid movement of the hand, the 
poor sufferer should bid you “ begone” 
with all-your nicely prepared food, take 
it kind Iv, but try* it again at some other 
time. 
The great thing is patience aud 
always patience. 
This is what Miss 
Nightingale says: 
“ Many a patient 
(*:m eat if you only tem pt hts appetite. 
Your fault lies iii the fact of your not 
having got him the thing that he fan­ 
c ie s” 
But another patient docs not 
Care for grapes aud turnips; everything 
is equally distasteful to him. ll** would 
try* to eat anything which would do 
him good; bul every thing mak(*s him 
worse. 
The fault generally* lies w’ith 
tile cooking. 
It is not his appetite 
which requires tem pting, it is his di­ 
gestion which requires sparing. 
A 
good cook for the sick will save the di­ 
gestion half its work. 
'Flier** may be 
four causes, anyone of which xviii bro­ 


the same feed they always had,'’ 
this was just the reason why tin* 
animals dill not thrive; they needed 
better and more em ily digested food 
than had been fed to them in their 
younger davs. 
In sonic <»f our West (‘rn 
and Southern States wdiolc dry* corn te 
the only grain fed to mules and horses 
ami 
their 
owners

enough; but while we are willing to 
adm it that these animals may* thrive 
for a few* years up*hi such food, they* 
are far mon* likely* to fail or give out 
early than animals fed upon oats or the 
same kind of corp ground and fed in 
the form of meal. 
Grain when ground 
ii.to meal is more readily* assimilated 
th:ui when feiL^fVJfolc, and to further 
increase its digestibility it may* be 
steam ed or cooked. 
Boding or steam ­ 
ing food is extensively* practiced for the 
purpose of m aking the coarser kinds 
soft ami facilitating their assimilation; 
but it is not always practicable to use 
food in thus form, nor is it economy 
where grain and all kind* of fo ld e r •are 
abundant and cheap. 
Good timothy, blue grass, or red-top 
haw with plenty* of oats, may* be con­ 
sidered excellent food for both horses 
and mules during the winter months, 
but an ocfajffjpnai fped of m ots, cut hay*, 
and corn or oat monk and similar 
changes, xvilHlo much tow ard keeping 1 
the animal healthy.

A change from

cooked will often prove more efficacious 
iu both prevent ing aud curing disease* 
than any other kind of medicine. There 
ii nothing like good finn! ami plenty' of 
it to cure those imaginary’ diseases 
know*n among a certain class of farm ers 
aa “ hollow* horn,” or “ hollow tail.” 
If the animal is kept in good condition, 
it xviii la* enabled to resist the attacks 
of parasites, w hether they be internal 
or external,and when stock are troubled 
by either it is a pretty wire sign that 
there is o r has been som ething radically 
wrong iii th eir treatm ent. 
Internal 
parasites, or worms, is they arc term ed, 
usually attack feeble, poorly fed stock 
of all kind*, seldom or never the well­ 
fed, sleek and healthy. 
E xternal para­ 
sites breed mainly' iii filth, and lousy 
animate are, as a rn let those that are 
half starved and compelled to sleep in 
filthy stables or yards.—AT. V. Sun.
